Gagged with silk handkerchiefs 
and their heads crushed with ham m er 
or axe. they were lelt bleeding and 
fully dressed 
on the 
floor, with a 
whimpering bull te rrier as companion 
for the dead. Robbery was the motive, 
or else it is another case of the Black 
I land. 
Salvatore 
Heal pone, 
a 
well to-do 
young Italian barber; his wife and a 
middle ag**d woman, believed to have 
been Mrs 8calpone’s mother, are t i e 
victims. 
Ills la ilu re to appear at his 
shop started an Investigation, which 
resulted In the discovery of the crime. 
Policemen, summoned by the jan ito r 
of the tenem ent, which Is at IO and 12 
Montgomery street, entered the locked 
flat by way of a fire escape. 
How the Bcdie* Were Found. 
In the kitchen Scalpone’s body was 
found. 
It was tied to the door. tho 
fare battered beyond recognition. Near 
his m aster stood the whining bulldog, 
which had pared aimlessly from body 
to body. sniffing one and then the oth­ 
er, staining the floors crimson with 
hi* ffseprlnts and waiting for human 
aid. 
In the next room were tho bodies 
of the two women, gagged as was the 
man. the handkerchiefs similarly knot­ 
ted and the heads battered. 
But no 
weapon with which such wounds could 
have been inflicted was found in th** 
flat. 
Inspection by the officer* revealed 
fire confusion; draw ers were dumped 
out. cupboards ransacked, m attresses 
ripped open and every conceivable hid 
ing place for money or valuables pried 
open. 
In a little hallway the last 
♦rare* of the m urderer were found. 
There, concealed under a potato sack. 
was a basin half filled with bloody wa 
ter. a bloodstained vest and a pair of 
overalls, also Wood-spattered. The wa­ 
fer had apparently been crimsoned, as 
the slayer washed his hands before se- 
direly locking the apartm ent and m ak­ 
ing his escape by the fire escape 
W hoever took the three lives work­ 
ed quietly. Hse next door neighbors 
are confused in their statem ent* Mrs. 
Rebecca Rosenblum. whose flat is sep­ 
arated 
from 
the Scalpones by the 
sheerest partition, says that she heard 
nothing unusual. 
Joseph Jingo, Scalpone’s assistant 
barber, alarmed by the failure of his 
employer to appear for work, gave the 
first clew to the murder. He called at 
the flat, found it locked and sum m on­ 
ed the janitor The tw o tried the door. 
but with no avail 
Then 
the 
police 
were summoned. 
The police are convinced that more 
than one person took part in th e mur- 
ler. for. with the bulldog on guard and 
hree persons to cope with. one man 
would have been powerless. Also, ex­ 
amination showed that Scalpone's body 
had been dragged 
from the dining 
room to the kitchen, where it was tied. 
There is no direct clew, however, to 
the m urderers.
